With  this  motto  the  1969  Panthers  set  out  on  the  most  thrilling  football  season  in 
Franklin  High  history.  Under  the  leadership  of  Head  coach  Gerard  Leone,  Line  coach  Alan  Sutherland,  and  Backfield 
coach  Harold  Williams,  plus  the  experience  of  a  tough  ’68  season,  the  Panthers  were  ready  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
1969. 

After  a  hopeful  start  and  a  disastrous  second  game,  the  team  faced  a  crucial  game  with  North  Attleboro.  Highlighted 
by  two  consecutive  goal  line  stands,  the  Panthers  won  the  game  which  served  as  a  turning  point  for  the  rest  of  the  sea¬ 
son.
